Tlie collection reporled upon below was sent to me for 
deterniinnlion by thè Director of thè Buitenzorg Wuseiim havine 
been obUvmed by Messrs. H. H. Karny, C. Boden Klosa and 
N. SmedJcy diirmg their visit to thè Mentawi lalands in Sei)- 
^mber—October, 1924. Few, if any. rccords of Nematocerous 
diptera Irom these islnnds bave hithcrto been piiblished (apart 
from de Meijere's work on thè Diptera of thè adjoining island 
of Simnlur). and I bave therefore listed all thè species in thè 
collcclion, 80 far aa concerns thè three families discussed. Nearly 
all thè species were already known from thè mainland of 
Sumatra or from other parts of thè Malay archipclago; thè four 
described as ncw are probably not endemie to thè isiands but 
merely overlooked elsewhere. The tji>es are preaerved in thè 
Bntish Museum.

Lcfjs entirei y pale brown, 
femora without darkening at or before tip, bnt front cox® black- 
ish on basai half and middle and hind coxa entirely dark. Tl'in^s 
dark groyish, unmarked except that costai celi and pre-arcular 
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area are stili darkcr; an indistinct darker scam over Rs; vciiis 
dnrk brown. costa rnthcr lighter. Halteres yellowieh, tip of knob 
somewhat davkcned. Vfmtion: r long and cvrved ; cclls M/ and 
A/5 equal ; tr-ch just before middle of celi. 

Length of body, 11 mm.; wing, 13 nun.

This belongs to a group of nearly allied spccios includine 
L, rxifa de Meij., L, ihwaitcBiana Westw., L. ferruginata Edw. 
L. rufaia Edw., etc. From olhers of tliis eroup it scems rather 
woll distiiiguishod by thè dark coxfe. togethcr with tho blackisli 
first antenna! scgmcnt and pale Icgs.

5 . Head biade, both on vertex and on tlie very narrow 
front; antenna?, palpi and rostrum pale browiiìsh. Antennje 
slendor, as long as head and thorax togolher; dorsal Vagellar 
haìrs scarcoly as long as segments. Thorax uni forni ly yellowish, 
scaredy shining. Abdomcn long, slcnder, uniformly yeUowish. 
Legs not reniarkably slender, pale brownish, tibia and tarsi 
indjstinctly darker. Front femora unamecl; liìnd femora with 
4-6 very smaJl biade spines at extrome base beneath. Witigs 
clear, not at all milky; stigma abscnt; all veins pale. Rs long, 
straight; second section of R2-^S vei-y short; A/5+4 forkìng at 
middle of the small dìscal celi; Cu ending in extreme tip of An. 
llaitcrcs brokeii (stem at least pale yellow). 

Lcngth of body, 15 mm.; wdng, 11 mni. 

Sipora, l.xi.24, I 5 (H.H.K.). 

A rather Inrge species apparcntly belonging to the carinicep^ 
group and most nearly related to T. nigriceps de Meij. which 
has bìack abdomen and halteres. 


Gnophomyia cryptolabina sp. n. (Fig. 1.). 

5 . Heai black, including appendages. Antenna? somewhat 
longci- than head and thorax together, pubescencc slightiy longer 
than diameter of flagellar segments . Thorax dull reddish- 
brown, slightiy darker on scutnm and seutellum; the usuai dark 
brown (aJmost black) areas on anepisternite and pleurotcrgite.

This is superficially similar to G. macuUplcnra Edw. anrl 
other related species, difTcring vcry niarkediy in thc hypopygium.

Antenna? short, 
scapo blackish, first two flagellar segments yelJow, remainder 
blnck. Palpi black. Thorax wholly velveUblack in both soxoa. 

Abdomen in $ vclvet 
biack, tergiles 2-4 with shining leadon-gi-cy basai banda* in C 
torgiles 1-7 are dull orange, 2-7 cadi with a dark shining Jeaden- 
groy basai band, stcrnites 1-7 black, sogments 3-9 wholly orange.

llus species is particularly interesting on account of thè 
sexual difference in thè colouring of thè abdomen, which is very 
stnking and very unusual in this genus. It appears to be allied 
to E. lunigcra Walk., of Bonieo and E. Irucotclus Walk.. of 
Singapore; thè former differs conspicuously in having thè pne- 
scutal stripes brilliantly shining, and thè latter in having thè 
p leu ne dense! y hairy, and in other respeets. 

Eriocera selene 0-S. 

Siberut, ix.l924, 2s (HJLK; C.D.K. and N.S.) 

In these specimens thè outei- white spot of tiie wing is not 
at tbe estreme tip as describcd by Osten-Sacken, Ijut leaves thè 
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apical margin narrowly dark; in one specimen however, thè 
white arca touches thè costa for a short distance, so tliat there 
is clearlv some individuai variation. There is also, as usuai, 
some variation in thè details of vcnation, but in both specimens 
Se extends disti nctly beyond r (instead of endìng opposite r as 
stated by Osten-Sacken) ; Rs is unusuahy short, and celi Mi 
absent. 

Erioccra klossì Edw. 

Siberut, ix.l924, 8$ (H.H.K.; C^B.K. aìid N,S.) 

Tliese specimens dilTcì* from thè Suraatran type in having 
a more or less obvious pale area near thè base of thè upper basai 
coll, in addition to thc white median band and whito tip. 

Eriocera gamma End. 

Sibonit, 45 29 [H.H.K.) ; 2 5 29 {C.B.K. and N.S.) 
Sipora, 2529 (H.//.K.) ; Batu, Pulnu Tello, 19 (NMJC) 

The wing-markinga show a certain aniount of variation. 
particularly in thè extent of thè yellow streaks on thè basai 
half of thè wing, but tlie species is exlrcmely distinct from all 
others. 

Ctenacroscelts punctlfrons Itond. 

Siberut, 21.ix.l924, Ij 

The specimen agrees rather closcly with others in thè Brilish 
Museum from North Borneo; it is interesting to fmd that thè 
species has a wider range than has hitherto been supposed. 
C. punctifrons is allieti to C. pallesceiis Edw. (Bum) in thè 
form of thè outer styie of thè male liypopygium, which has a 
broad ventral lobe and a narrower dorsal lobo. The thorax of 
C. pnnctifroìis is not uniformly pale like that of C. palleeeem, but 
has tracea of a pi curai stripe fi'om ncck to below wing-root, and 
a rather obvious dark arca in front of thè lateral pnescutal 
stripes. 

Tipula (Indotipula) vills Walk. 

Siberut, ix.l924, 15 l9 (H.H.K.). 

This is another littlo-known species originally recorded 
from Borneo. In thè prcceding paper 1 have rodescribed it from 
thè type and from another specimen from Malaya.
